A nation of spirit is m viT daunted by disaster. It is only aroused 
to greater effort. It lias been so all through American history. It is 
■0 in the case of the first blow of any importance •tmok by Gerinaiiy 
since we entered the war. 

The sinking of the transport Antilles by a German torpedo could 
not, n any event, be designated as a great tragedy. It irtragie enottgh 
to tile families and ftjcnds of the men immediately involved ; but the 
human losste are small, as war losses go, and the damage to our ilcut 
is trivial. 

But small, relatively, as we must reckon this disaster, it had an 
immediate and notable effeet, precisely opposite to that which Ger- 
man frightfulness always anticipates. The news that 70-Aitaerican 
soldiers and sailors had gone down, a first w^acrificial offering in our 
4i .flight for human freedom, was felt instantly in quickened subscrip- 
' ^ioiui to the Liberty Lo8n,Jn greater activity throughout our busy 
shipya'rds, in greater earnestness amonp the hundreds of thousands 
of army and navy recruits, in more eflfective work in every branch 
of our war preparations, atfd in the deepened determination of the 
nation as a wiiok- to see it through at all eosts. 

Thus, though the death of those first victims wUhout a chance to 
strike back might seem at the momeiit a total mllitftV^ loss, aiamen- 
table sacrifice without results, it is not so. Those lives lost pay rich 
dividends in power and success for the American cause. Every man 
who went down to his death was the immediate eanae and iiit|>faFatioD 
of a hundred times {he fighting power he represented. It will be so 
with subsequent victims. 

They are really not •'victims" at all, fliese men now dying for 
their country. They are victors, because they'SiM the pioneers bias- 
ing the way to victory. * . 




FBEIOHT BATES 

Tin- railroads arc joining again in a request for a rate raise. 
There is a feeling among the eastern lines, particularly, that they 
have not been treated fairly in the advances granted in the last few 
years. Despite the big increase in the volume of transportation, they 
say, and despite the economies they have inaugurated, they are still 
not making enough money to take core of their obligations, keep up 
equipment and make necessary extensions and improvements. 

Whether they shall be allowed a rate increase, and how much it 
. shall be, are matters for expert determination, Tb** Inti'istatc Coiii- 
merce Commission can doubtless be depended on to render justice. 
So far as the public is concerned, however, there is no disposition 
to be stingy with the railroads. They have earne dthe good opinion 
of the nation. Since we entered the war, they have been consptcH- 
4>ns for their patriotic co-operation with the government and tbair 
earnest efforts to give the most efficient service possible. They have 
set a good example to every other industry in the country— an ex- 
ample of which two or three important induftries that might be men- 
tioned have fallen far short. 

As a plain token of appreciation, theriefore, mofl^ people would 
ratiier like to see the railroads treated not merely vUh jna^iee, but 
with liberality. 

The present, moreover, is no time for a parismonioas policy. If 
•entimenf^uts no flgnre in rate decisions— and perh^Mlt shouldn't— 

practical policy may demand that the roads he assured enough addi- 
tional income to enlarge their carrying power. The supreme indus- 
-trial need in this country is more transportation. Better give them 

too much than too little, if they will agree to use the money in provid- 
ing the freight facilities that the nation so sorely needs.

Paris, October 26— The French 
forces on the Alsne today continued 
their successful advance, capturing 
seversi important viliagea as well as 
two thousand prisoners. Bince the 
beginning of the praaant opanttons, 
says tbe announoaoiant made tonight 
by the war office, mork than twelve 
thousand Germans have been captur- 
ed, as well as 120 big guns and many 
ffons of smaller calibre. 

The Prsnch again attacked Thurs- 
day along tbe entire Una, (Orbing the 
Germans to abandon Monkey Moun- 
tain cut of Vauxlllon, the village 
Pargny-Fllan, on the extreme eaat of 
the line and numerous fortified farms 
and many other points of vantage. 

The latest drive of the French 
brings General I'etaln's army within 
sight of the Important railway Junc- 
tion of L«on, tbe objective sooght for 
which now is a scant eight milaa dis- 
tance. Large quantltiea of war stores 
were abandoned by the enemy In their 
retreat and additional guns and pris- 
oners were captured. The number 
ot prisoners taken since the drive be- 
gan now exceeds 12,000 more than 
200 ot whom are officers. Two thou- 
sand of the prisonera were taken 
Thursday. 

An indication of the rapidity with 
which the drive has been esrrled out 
Is the total number of guns the Ger- 
mans were forced to leave behind 
them. These amount to 120, amone 
them several howitzers not to mention 
several hundred small calibre pieces, 
such as mlnenwertsr and machine 
guna. 

While the operations on the Ypres 
sector of the front in Flanders con- 
tinue to be carried out mainly by the 
artillery, with the nritlsh and French 
guns hurling the greater weight of 
metal, the Germans have launched an- 
other strong counter attack south of 
the Hontholst forest where the Rrit- 
ish add nrenoh anniea have Joined 
handa. Again tbla attack met with 
repulse.

Home, October 25 — Taking advant- 
age of their bridgehead of Santa Mar- 
ia and Santa Lucia, the Austro-Ger- 
nian forces which yesterday began an 
offensive on the Isonoz front brought 
the battle on to the slopes of the 
right (weat) bank of tbe Isonso. says 
today's official statement 

The enemy broke through the Ital- 
ian advanced lines on the east bank of 
the Isonoz. Powerful Austro-Qernian 
attacks also were made on the Balniz- 
za plateau and on the west slopes of 
.Monte San Oabrlelc, but these were 
checked by the Italians, who took a 
few hundred prisoners. 

On the twenty-flve mile front run- 
ning from Monte Rombon te the Bian- 
izza plateau, tlio battle between the 
Austro-German forces and the Ital- 
ians apparently Is growing In inten- 
sity with the Austro-Germans the ag- 
gressors, but with tbe Italians stttb- 
mornly resisting everywhere. 

Although the German war office as- 
serts that gains have been made at 
various points along tbe line, the Ital- 
ian official communication does not 
concede any losses except on the east 
bank of the Isonzo south of Monte 
Rombon. To the contrary, this com- 
munication asserts that on the Baln- 
Izsa plateau, where the Germans had 
announced auecesses, and on the west 
slope of Monte Ban Oaebrlele enemy 
attacks were repulsed and that the 
Italians even took aeveral hundred 
prisoners. 

A.MGHirAN STEAMER ESCAPES

tober 24— Escaping tTom a German 
submarine ufter a MttOT light lastlnu 
nearly tour hours and with seven of 
her crew wounded, two of them ser- 
iously, an American steamer arrived 
here this morning from an American 
port.
